GREEK AND LATIN CLASSICS: 



The main purpose of the Editors of the ''Analytical 
Series of Greek and Latin Classics ^^ is to assist such 
students as have few or no opportunities of obtaining 
the aid of qualified teachers^ to acquire a thorough know- 
ledge of the structure of these languages. With this 
view, they purpose to produce portions of all the authors 
commonly read, giving a complete Grammatical Analysis 
of the Text, accompanied with such a Translation as shall 
enable the student thoroughly to understand it. 

The Editors hope, however, that these little books will 
be found useful to others than those for whom they are 
^ primarily intended, since Schoolmasters and Tutors not 
seldom find that, under the usual system of teaching 
Greek and Latin, which doubtless has many and great 
advantages, boys, who have now many more subjects 
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than formerly to engage their attention^ are nnable^ 
through mere want of time, to prepare their given por- 
tions of Greek and Latin authors in a satisfactory manner, 

Perhaps, also, the Editors may be permitted to express 
a hope that many persons who formed some acquaintance 
with these languages during their school-days, but who 
have been unable, through the pressure of business or 
other Causes^ to keep up^ and still less to extend, the 
knowledge thus acquired, will find these little books 
useful in enabling them to rub away the rust of years 
and to acquire the power of reading, in the original^ 
the best writings of antiquity. 

The advantages of these books will be found to consist 
in Saving the Time of the student, by furnishing him in 
each work with the full meaning of every word con- 
tained in it, on the page where it first occurs. The loss 
of time involved in searching Dictionaries is thus 
avoided, and the plan seems open to no stronger ob- 
jection than can be urged against the similar one 
adopted in elementary books for teaching Latin and 
Greek composition. The Pobtabilttt of these little 
books will also be found an advantage to the student, 
who, if he wishes to pursue his studies when away from 
home, can put one of them in his pocket; and if he 
has, as is presupposed, a fair knowledge of the accidence 
of the language, he will require no Dictionary, Gram- . 
mar, or other aid to enable him to acquire a complete 
mastery of his subject The Thobouqhnbss with which 
he will be able to prepare his work will likewise be 
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found of great advantagOy as he will not only se^ wliat in- 
fonnation he may be expected to posaess, but also have it 
^aoed before him. He will find all DirFiouLT Passaois 
earefaUy analjrsed ; and in these the Editors have done 
tiieir best to giye the student the results of their own 
reading of the best Commentators. The Bsasons for 
the use of partdcolar eases of nouns and pronouns^ and 
moods and tenses of yerbs^ will also be found fully 
explained^ a matter whioh younger as well as older 
students frequently overlook. To bsoin an Attthob as 
soon as the aooidenoe of a language has been sufficiently 
learnt^ has for many years been considered^ by the 
most MK)mplished teachers^ a much better plan than 
reading a Delectus; and the Editors hope that their 
present little books will enable this to be done more 
frequently^ with more satisfactory results, and with less 
loss of time than hitherto. 

The Bbivbsnoxs to other passages in the Author where 
the respective^ words occur wiU serve better, perhaps, than 
any other plan that could be devised, to impress the 
meanings of these words upon the mind of the student ; 
and as all chief meanings of each word are given, and in 
most eases tiieir derivation also, the character of Oram 
Boohs will not belong to them. The Translation which 
the Editors have given, will, they hope, be found at least 
as good of its kind as any hitherto published, and in the 
case of difficult passages it will be found that, where it 
seemed necessary for the sake of clearness, a literal 
rendering has been preferred to a more idiomatic one. 
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As a Guide to Young Tsachebs too^ these little 
books will, the Editors venture to hope, be found 
useful, showing as they do what kind of knowledge of 
his subject a pupil should be required to possess, and 
also giving him the opportunity of acquiring it with 
the least loss of time. 

Theoretically, students, whether boys or men, are sup- 
posed to refer to their Dictionaries and Grammars for 
every word they do not thoroughly understand, but 
practically, as every one knows, very few do this. Not 
many indeed, except the cleverest and most advanced in 
a school, are able to do so in the time that can be devoted 
to preparation, and consequently, whilst they obtain from 
their teachers, their more advanced companions or else- 
where, some knowledge of the meaning of an author, 
their real acquaintance with the structure of the lan- 
guage, the force of each word, and its connection with 
the rest of the sentence of which it forms a part, is very 
slender indeed. The results of this system are seen in 
the slight and superficial knowledge of the classical 
languages obtained by the majority after many years' 
teaching, and the consequent rapidity with which it 
fades from the memory as soon as school or college 
days are over. 

That the knowledge of Grrammar shown by boys, even 
in the highest class of schools, is often very deficient, is 
proved by the First Report of the Oxford and Cambridge 
Schools' Examination Board.' Under the head of Gram- 
mar, it states, '^ There was an almost tmiversal complaint 
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that sujfficient attention is not paid to the study of gram' 
mar. With some m>a/rked exceptions^ fnaeeuracy, even in 
elementcury accidence^ marred much of the best work in 
the most prominent schools. This defect was not con-- 
fined to schools of one particular class or to any particU' 
lor portion of the schoolsy though occasionally, where an 
examiner was satisfied with the grammar papers in the 
lower forms of a school, he had reason to complam of 
the other forms, as though the subject were well taught 
to the boys when yomig and then neglected and forgot^ 
ten. Inaccwracy in gram/mar rendered much of the other 
work in Oreeh and Latin unsound, especially in the papers 
of Unprepared Translation and in Composition.'^ 

This deficiency is due in great measure to the fact 
that the pupil^ in translating from Oreek and Latin into 
EngUsh, does not keep in view, as he ought to do, the 
Grammar of the language to the same extent as he does 
in translating from the English. 

The Editors feel convinced that the careful perusal of 
a few of these little books, even by more advanced 
students, will do much to remedy this deficiency. 

Lastly, the Editors wish to remark that whilst they 
confine themselves mainly to the language of the text, 
they purpose to give brief explanations of historical and 
other allusions whenever it may appear absolutely neces- 
sary to do so. To do more than this would be beyond 
the scope of their work and would add to its bulk and 
its cost without compensating advantages.

That division was called the Tigarine^ for the whole

K the nnsnccesafnl engagement and the flight of the 
Granls alarmed any^ that these^ if they inquired^ might 
discover that^ the Gaols having become wearied out with 
the length of the war^ Ariovistas^ since he had kept him- 
self in his camp and the marshes for many montiiSj and 
had not given them an opportnnity of approaching him^ 
having suddenly attacked them already despairing of an 
engagement and scattered aboat^ had been victorious 
rather by stratagem and skill than by valour. As for the 
drrtifice for which there had been room against barbarous 
and inexperienced men^ with this {artifice) not even he 
(Ariovistus) hoped that onr armies could be taken. 
As for those who ascribed their fear to a pretended

41. This speech having been delivered^ the minds of all 
were changed in a wonderful manner^ and the greatest 
cheerfulness and eagerness for carrying on the war sprang 
up; and first the tenth legion^ through its military 
tribunes^ thanked him (Csdsar) because he had expressed 
so very high an opinion of it and declared that it was 
perfectly prepared for carrying on the war. Then the

that these forces might frighten our men and drive 
them from iheir work of fortifying the camp. Never- 
theless Caesar, as he had before resolved, ordered two 
divisions to drwe back the enemy, and the third to 
complete their work. Having fortified his camp, he 
left two legions there, and a part of his auxiliaries, 
and brought back the remaining four legions into his 
greater camp. 

50. On the next day, according to his custom, CaBsar 
led out his forces from both camps, and having advanced 
a little from the larger one, formed his line of battle, and 
gave the enemies an opportunity of fighting. When he 
saw that they did not even then come out, about mid- 
day he led his army back into camp. Then at length
